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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1 . Applicants' amendments and remarks filed on 9/15/2008 have been entered. The 
specification [0002] has been amended to include [0002.1 - 0002.10]. Claims 181-186, 188-194, 
197-212, 214-234, 236-254, 256-264 and 269-272 are active. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. In response to the amendments, the grounds of rejection have been updated as set forth 
below. Rejections not maintained are withdrawn. 

Rejections Based on Prior Art 

4. Claims 181-186, 188-194, 197-212, 214-234, 236-264 and 269-272 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mihara et al. [US 6380132]. 

The grounds of rejections are maintained for the same structural features anticipated by 

Mihara, as set forth in prior Office actions mailed 6/3/2008 and 5/3/2007. Further, in view of the 

arguments, the claim limitations relating to the use step of "bent", such as, inter alia, 

"a portion thereof to split on at least a portion of the first cut line when the sheet structure 
or a portion thereof is bent on the first cut line upwardly only once" 

in claim 181, have been considered. However, in the absence of what is the intended scope of 

the term "split", the examiner maintains that the prior art reference Mihara anticipates all the 

limitations as claimed, because inherently at least bending Mihara's multilayered sheet upwardly 
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on the half cut line 2 necessarily renders layers 6-8 (a portion thereof) "split" apart at the half 
cut, even if layer 5 is not break or split. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Since the structural feature of the claimed invention has been considered as set forth 
above, applicant's arguments at Remarks pages 17-34 are moot.
